What Would Happen, Asks the Sclen- 
tist, if War Should Come and 
Nitrate Imports Should Stop?

“LONDON, May -19.—Sir William 


Ramsay has been interviewed by THE 
New York Times correspondent with 
regard to the manufacture of nitrates 
from the air, and especially his warning 
to Great Britain on the subject, as 
told in a dispatch to Tae Tues last 
wotk. The great scientist said: " 
“In some things we are enormously 
ahead in this country. In other things 
We are disgracefully behind. We are 
disgracefully behind in prevision. 
“Scandinavia, Italy, Germany, Swit- 
zerland, Austria, and Russia possess 
factories for preparing nitrates - from 
the .atmosphere. ‘largély for purposes 
of agriculture, but. also for making 
explosives. If it be true that some of 


our rivals have armed their mercantile 
shipping, and if the importation of 
nitrates from Chile and Peru shouldbe 
Stopped, then what would we do for 
explosives? 

“My point is that it is well worth 
while at pécuniary loss to establish 
factories for extracting nitrogen out of 
the air to make nitric acid by means 
of electrical ‘power. -The power could 
be got from coal fields or fromm water 
power, and it would not. be an ex- 
‘pensive process. The cost would de- 
pend largely on the -power used, 
Whether or not the cost would be more 
expensive than imported nitrates, it 
could not be improved in this coun- 
try.” 

J. SS. WNettlefeld, Director’ of the 
Messrs. ‘Kynoch, ammunition manu- 
facturers of. Birmingham, when inter- 
viewed on the subject, said it had not 
been considéred a profitable comnier- 
cial undertaking in this country to ob- 
tain nitric acid from the air. Cordite 
manufacturers had not, so far as he 
knew, contemplated the course suggest- 
ed to protect themselves against pos- 
sible shortage from their present

JEWISH FEDERATION MEETS. 


More Than 1,000 Galician and Buco- 
vinian Delegates iIn-Convention. 


The annual convention of the Federa- 
tien of the Galician and Bucovinian 
Jews of America, which is ‘to meet for 
two days at Webster Hall, Eleventh 
Street and Third Avenue, opened yester- 
day morning, with more than 1,000 dele- 
gates attending. These. represented 4138 
societies, with a membership of 50,000 in 
New York City alone.

When the President said the other 
day that Canadjan ‘reciprocity was a 
dead issue he must. have meant in the 
Cnited States, wheré there is nothing. 

The subject is very much 
alive in Canada, and’ more than holds 
its. own. .For example. the Province 
of Quebec héld its élection last week, 
andthe party of’reciprocity increased 
the majority it held in. part on: this 
issue, ..In Ottawa the result is taken 
as a clear indication of the approach- 
ing réeriewal of Sir WitFrkip LAURIER'S 
t+appeal-to the people for approval of 
his policy, in which reciprocity is fore- 
most. The reason for this belief is 
that the Government lent all its influ- 
ence of patronage and talent ‘to the 
Quebec campaign and relied upon align- 
ing ‘the’ English “ vote against . the 
French. ~The’ vote’ which. wae eer 
upon to ‘support: the Dominion .Gov- 
ernment. went solidly to thé ‘opposftion, 
the promoters of reciprocity. 

In*Canada, atleast, reciprocity ts a 
winning issue. In» some,States of the, 
United States it may be popular to doubt 
the lHveneés of the 4asue, but the reai 
test would: be 4 motion-to repeal it. If 
the Congress is truly. representative off 
universal opinion no majority for re-, 
péal could be fonnd;..and-it would, be 
a bold man who would venture to asso- 
clate himself with such a policy for 
any object beyond a purely local elec- 
tion. - Reciprotity is for the’ greatest 
good of the gréatest number on both 
sides the border, and is a local issue 
only in the sense that the tariff ts a 
local issue, and‘that the largest aggre- 
gation. of local issués should control 
in’ government by majority.
